Club Patron 
Recalls Fire 


SOUTHGATE, Ky. (UPI) — When 
Maxine Ankeny heard a busboy at the 
Beverly 
Hills Supper Club warn 
customers to leave because of a fire, 
she casually took a sip of her drink 
before rising from her chair. 
Within three minutes she had made 
her “peace with God” preparing to 
die. 
The 43-year-old mother of two from 
Dayton, Ohio, recounted the terror of 
the nightclub blaze from a hospital 
room Monday night where she is 
recovering from smoke inhalation. 
She was among the last patrons 
dragged out of the flaming building 
after reacting all too casually to the 
first word of the fire. 
“ Most people around me took the 
warning seriously, but we didn’t think 
it was anything more than a small fire 
in another part of the building,” she 
said 
The danger soon became apparent. 
“As I got near the exit, the smoke 
went all the way to the floor and I 
began to feel heat. The crush of people 
all trying to get out pushed me for­ 
ward and I fell flat on my face,” she 
said. 
She felt drinks being spilled on her. 
Many patrons had taken their 
cocktails with them as they left. 
“ It was at that moment that I 
thought I was going to die,” she said 
quietly. “ I thought of my family, of 
my two children, and I prayed 
somebody would take care of them.” 
“Then I made my peace with God,” 
Mrs. Ankeny said. 
“And I remember thinking that I 
hoped the smoke would get me before 
the fire did, because I thought it would 
be less painful that way.” 
Just then, Mrs. Ankeny felt a slight 
breeze of cool air, and renewed hope. 
“ I realized then that I couldn’t be 
very far from the outside. I started 
struggling again to move forward, but 
people behind me had fallen on my 
legs, and I couldn’t move. I even tried 
to rip off my dress and crawl out from 
it, but it didn’t work.” 
Seconds later, two men whom she 
believes were club employes grabbed 
her arms and dragged her to safety. 
Nearly all those behind her, even 
people close by, didn’t make it, she 
added 
Once outside, Mrs. Ankeny felt a 
burning sensation in her lungs. A 
teenage boy gave her his shirt. “He 
was barechested, and he soaked his 
shirt in a puddle of water and told me 
to breath through it. It helped cool my 
lungs.”

PARIS (UPI) — Third World 
nations unanimously condemned the 
United States and its industrialized 
partners today for offering allegedly 
insufficient help to ease their plight 
and warned that the current economic 
conference in Paris would succeed 
only if the West made larger offers. 
The warning, described by some 
Third World delegates in private as a 
virtual ultimatum, was handed down 
by the group of 19 developing nations 
to the Western side at the second day’s 
meeting of the three-day conference 
on 
international 
economic 
cooperation. 
M a n u e l 
P e r e z - G u e r r e r o , 
Venezuelan minister for international 
economic relations, said speaking on 
behalf of the Third World nations, “It 
is obvious that the measures that have 
been announced are not com ­ 
mensurate with the magnitude of the 
great problems which the developing 
countries face.” 
He accused the American-led in­ 
dustrialized bloc of reneging on most 
Third World requirements. He said 
Western offers made Monday by U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
his colleagues, “are far below our 
expectations.” 
Perez-G uerrero said the Third 
World delegations wanted the West to 
say here and now whether they would 
meet the developing world’s demands 
for more financial aid. 
“We are here in a spirit of 
cooperation and we sincerely hope 
that further negotiations in these next 
two days will yield a meaningful and 
concrete 
resu lts,” 
said 
Perez- 
Guerrero, who is also co-chairman of 
the conference. 
He said “further efforts on the part 
of the industrialized countries will be 
required” if substantial agreements 
are to emerge from the conference 
between poor and rich nations. 
An atmosphere of tension pervaded 
the lobbies and darkened corridors of 
the International Conference Center 
where the two blocs have beal 
meeting since early 1975 in a bid to lay 
the ground rules for a new economic 
relationship. 
TTie talks are known as the “north- 
south dialogue” because the 8 in-

it serves pass along to consumers 
unexpected costs for substitute fuels 
during shutdowns. 
In a new handbook spelling out ways 
to fight atomic power, the Environ­ 
mental Action Foundation said 
citizens can effectively challenge the 
economics of nuclear reactors as well 
as such traditional issues as plant 
safety and siting. 
The 98-page handbook, 
titled 
“Nuclear Power: The Bargain We 
Can’t 
Afford,” 
said 
economic 
challenges already have slowed 
reactor development in Maine and 
Iowa and have provided safeguards 
for consumers in Pennylvama and 
Alabama. 
The EAF is a private, nonprofit 
environmental action group bast'd in 
Washington. 
“We need an honest reassessment 
of nuclear power’s economics before 
we plunge into ... an ambitious ex­ 
pansion program ,” said Richard 
Morgan, author of the handbook, 


noting President Carter’s energy plan 
calls for increased reliance on atomic 
energy. 
Morgan, who has written several 
other books on how consumers can 
challenge electric utilities, focused 
criticism on the cost of nuclear plants 
and provisions that allow utilities to 
charge consumers extra when they 
must buy coal or oil for power during 
times when atomic reactors are shut 
down. 
“When a reactor is shut down or 
derated unexpectedly, the utility must 
locate an alternative source of 
power,” Morgan said. “Most utilities 
can generate their own replacement 
power at an idle coal or oilfired plant, 
but at a substantial increase in fuel 
costs. 
“The fuel clause permits a utility to 
pass these increased costs to its 
customers immediately. Without this 
provision, the cost of replacement fuel 
would be absorbed by the utilitity’s 
stockholders — at least until the next 
rate increase is permitted.” 
Morgan said nuclear generators are 
out of service about 40 per cent of the 
time, more than twice the outage rate 
for coalfired plants.

POLLY’S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY — I got a couple of spots of glue on 
my beautiful new knit pants suit. The spots were small 
and rather inconspicuous so I tried to remove them 
with nail polish remover which did soften the glue. But 
then when I wahsed them the pants were stiff as a 
brick Is there any possible way to save these nice pan­ 
ts? - MILDRED 
DEAR MILDRED — Sounds to me as lf you did not 
properly rinse out the polish remover OR the water may 
have been the wroug temperature as some fabrics re­ 
quire it hot and others cold. Some glue will not loosen at 
all after It hardens, so you were lucky that far. The 
usual procedure is to wash with a detergent and water 
before it sets. Immerse in hot white vinegar and keep to 
the boiling point until stain is removed (if fabric will 
take this). This may Uke IS minutes or so and then rinse 
THOROUGHLY with water of the proper temperature 
for the particular fabric. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the manufacturers 
of white shoes sud) as those worn by nurses and waitresses It 
seems that they could come up with eyelets that do not make 
the tongue and shoe laces black. That black simply will not 
come off and the shoes look terrible. — MRS R.G. 
DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Mary R.B. who has crepe 
paper steins on her table top that I have used a fine brand of 
silver polish to remove steins from table and server tops quite 
a few times and with excellent results. It does take good hard 
rubbing but really works, and without harm to the furniture.

DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Judy W. that I had epoxy 
glue spots on a table I wrote to the company that makes the 
epoxy and they suggested putting brown paper such as a brown 
paper bag, on top of the glue and then place your hot unplugg­ 
ed electric iron on top of the paper and let stand several 
minutes.

DEAR POLLY — Instead of having to buy an under blouse 
to wear under very sheer blouses, to be worn with pants, I cut 
the bottom off an old slip so it is just a bit shorter than the 
blouse to be worn on top. This is nicer than cotton and does not 
make a bulge around the waist.

Tennis owes a lot to the far­ 
sighted Jimmy van Alen. Al­ 
most single-handedly, he de­ 
vised the original sudden 
death tiebreaker scoring sys­ 
tem. 
Despite much opposition 
from purists, van Alen con­ 
vinced enough people that 
this new wrinkle would be 
good for tennis. It was given a 
try. After some additional 
trial-and-error changes, the 
tiebreaker is now part of 
nearly every tournament. 
It certainly is a boon for the 
TV networks. 
They can 


schedule an event and know it 
will be shown from start to 
finish. They don’t run the risk 
of having to interrupt a 
match that is tied at 7- or 8-all 
or whatever the score in the 
final set. The tiebreaker 
makes the time frame pre­ 
dictable to within minutes. 
Now, another time problem 
has crept into tennis that is 
annoying spectators as well 
as players. More and more 
participants 
are 
going 
through a ritual before they 
put the ball in play. Some will 
blow on their hands, rub the 
balls and, more commonly, 
bounce the ball a number of 
times. 


Golfers address the ball 
and do their little waggle to 
relax themselves. 
Tennis players, too, are al­ 
lowed the same nicety, but 
there should be some guide­ 
lines to this growing problem. 


Most sports have a time 
limit to put the ball in play. 
It’s bad for tennis; it pre­ 
vents many players from do­ 
ing their best and it’s time 
wasted that television can do 
without. 
There should be a reason­ 
able time limit put in the 
rules that will enhance the 
one pertaining to continuous 
play.
